REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method comprising 
obtaining a sample comprising protein aggregates substantially free of a denaturing agent, 
subjecting the sample to elevated hydrostatic pressure, and returning the sample to ambient 
pressure without repeatedly cycling the sample between elevated and ambient pressure wherein 
the dissociated protein refolds to native protein has the unexpected result of substantially 
increasing the recovery level of refolded protein which is free of the prior art. Methods in the 
prior art utilized repeated cycling of elevated and ambient pressure and levels of denaturing 
agents high enough to denature the protein aggregates. Please note: claims 1-6 were linking 
claims which linked the inventions of Groups I-II. The linking claims have been found to be 
allowable, therefore, the restriction between the linked Groups I and II is withdrawn. However, 
applicants canceled claims to Groups I-II.
